Bottger, who was a major over- 
seas at the age of 25, told the writer 
today that when he called the new 
executive committee to its first 
business session. next month, he 
would recommend that it disap- 
prove the filing in Missouri Supreme 
Court of a test suit being prepared 
to question the 17-year-old act of 
the Legislature specifically en- 
cluding the students from Missouri 
bonus benefits. 

When the Post-Dispatch recently 
disclosed that the retiring Judge 
Advocate, Dewey Routh of Nevada, 
was acting in his official capacity 
as a Legion officer in preparing the 
suit, with the approval of the then 
State Commander, Fred Chambers 
of Kansas City, a caucus of the 153 
St. Louis delegates to the conven- 
tion unanimously voted disapproval. 
Bottger, at the time, called atten- 
tion to the failure of these offi- 
cers to obtain approval of the ex- 
ecutive committeee and asserted it 
was an attempt to dictate policy. 


Issue Parried at Convention. 

The executive committee, at a 
meeting here during the three-day 
convention, deftly parried the issue 
by referring the question of ap- 
proval to the new executive com- 
mittee which n was to succeed 
it. The vote 19 to 2. St. Louis 
members of the old committee cast 
the negative votes. 

Bottger said the test suit could 
not be filed without approval of the 
new executive committee. e, 
technically, the committee is not 
bound by the views of the State 
commander, as a practical matter it 
is obvious that it will not challenge 
the new State commander on a pro- 
posal which has drawn his fire. 

“I think the rank and file of the 
Legion agree with me that the 8. 
A. T. C. members were not called 
upon to make the sacrifice required

German party broke off negotia- 
tions with the Czechoslovak Gove 
ernment on the disputed autonomy 
question today after receiving re- 
ports three Sudeten deputies had 
been assaulted by Czech police. 

Party officials were studying the 
text of the latest Government con- 
cessions, handed to them earlier in 
the day, when they heard of the 
clash at Marisch Ostrau, near the 
Polish border. 

They immediately notified Presi- 
dent Eduard Benes and Premier 
Milan Hodza that negotiations 
would be discontinued pending a 
thorough investigation of the inci- 
dent. 

Reported Attack in Jail. 

First dispatches received here 
said the Sudeten deputies—Mai, 
Koller and Knorrer—were attacked 
by police when investigating treat- 
ment of Sudetens in the Marisch 
Ostrau jail. One of the deputies 
was said to have been struck with 
a riding whip. 

A report received by the Sudeten 
party said the police sought to ar- 
rest the deputies, but that aroused 
townspeople spirited them off. 

In Praha, a Sudeten official said? 
“It is impossible to negotiate with 
such a Government. 
Party leaders immediately noti- 
fied the British Mediation Mission, 
headed by Viscount Runciman, and 
in the early evening Runciman 
met with Karl Hermann Frank, 
radical Sudeten deputy. 
Runciman was told the three 
deputies were assaulted after a dis- 
pute at the jail. 

New Terms Offered. 
Only a few hours earlier the 
Praha Government’s new conces- 
sions had been formally handed to 
a leader of the Sudeten party by 
Premier Hodza. 
In the absence of the Sudeten 
Fuehrer, Konrad Henlein, who left 
last night to attend Nazi Germany’s 
annual party rally at Nurnberg, 
Hodza made the presentation to 
Ernst Kundt, Henlein’s liewtenant,

His speech 
was the climax of the annual labor 
rally at Zeppelin Field, main event 
of the third day of the annual Nazi 
Party Congress. 

Some observers interpreted his 

reference to the work of labor e 
talions, “especially in the west,” 
a public admission that they “Hone 
been perfecting Germany’s fortifi- 
cations facing France. Many con- 
sidered it an indirect reply to 
France's calling of reserves into its 
Maginot line. 

“Your spade creates new soil be- 
sides securing the old,” Hitler de- 
clared. “Your spade. . . is being 
wielded for securing and maintain- 
ing the Reich.” 

90-Minute Review. 

Before speaking, Hitler stood for 
90 minutes to review the march of 
the 40,000 youthful labor conscripts. 
Despite the bad weather, 100,000 
spectators crowded the grand stand 
and bleachers to witness the spec- 
tacle. 

From one bleacher hundreds of 
volces rang out: “We Sudeten Ger- 
mans greet the Fuehrer of the Ger- 
mans”—voices from the Germanic 
minority in Czechoslovakia over 
which Hitler has declared himself 
protector, 

Drenched and drab, their spades 
carried on their shoulders, battalion 
after battalion of the labor army 

goose-stepped past Hitler's limou- 
sine. 

In these 40,000, the spectators 
saw only a sample of the hundreds 
of thousands of youths, too young 
for military conscription, enrolled 
in the labor army. There they re- 
ceive a training which makes it 

ible to turn them quickly into 
soldiers—drilling, setting up exer- 
cises, learning to execute military 
commands, presenting spades as 
they would rifles, becoming accus- 
tomed to life in barracks and tents. 
- Exercises on Parade Ground.

~ Reserves to German Frontier.

The order notified reservists, 
their exact number not determined, 
to report immediately for duty at 
the same voncentration points 
where they finished their regular 
two-year military service only three 
weeks ago.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7—The mari- 
tal affairs of A. C. Blumenthal and 
his stage beauty wife, Peggy Fears, 
formerly of St. Louis, che subject 
of court action for some time, were 
more involved than ever today. 

In an amended answer to her suit 
to collect $40,000 which she con- 
tends Blumenthal owes her under 
a separation agreement entered in 
1934, Blumenthal charges Miss 
Fears has violated the agreement. 

The agreement, Blumenthal says, 
provided that neither party would 
molest the other. But, he says, 
“Miss Fears constantly annoyed 
me, followed me into night clubs 
and publicly upbraided me, cast 
slurring remarks and called me in- 
decent names.” 

Blumenthal also charges that 
Miss Fears “consorted openly with 
persons of ill repute, both men and 
women, and publicly comported 
herself in an improper fashion.” 
He adds: 

“She became intoxicated and act- 
ed in a loud and boisterous manner, 
caressed those persons, used affec- 
tionate and endearing terms to 
them, all in public and to my hu- 
miliation. .. She habitually re- 
ceived men in her apartment at

Enforcement to Be Pressed as 


Result of Supreme Court’s 


Liquor Control, announced today. 
McMahon said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he would proceed against 
licensees on certification of cases 
t» him by the St. Louis police. State 
law permits liquor establishments 
to be open. on Sundays, for sale of 
food and soft drinks, and permits 


the Supreme Court’s formal notifi- 
cation is received here and, an in- 
junction against enforcement is dis- 
missed in Circuit Court. In the 
meantime, McMahon and City Ex- 
cise Commissioner Lawrence Mo- 
Daniel will confer about enforce- 
ment plans, probably Saturday. 
Supreme Court’s Action. 

Yesterday’s Supreme Court action 
was denial, without comment, of a 
motion for rehearing of the appeal 
in the injunction case, in which 
this court invalidated the Circuit 
Court injunction, Aug. 8. The suit 
was instituted’ by members of the 
State Retail Liquor Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, a St. Louis group. Two in- 
dividual dealers sought the rehear- 
ing as friends of the court. 

Commissioner McDaniel explained 
to the reporter that the case in- 
volved only the State law, and 
that, being a city official, he was 
guided by the city ordinances. A 
city ordinance forbids sale of 3.2 
beer between midnight Saturday 
and 1 p. m. Sunday and between 
1:30 a. m. and 6 a. m. weekdays. 
It also says that holders of 5 per 
cent beer and hard liquor licenses 
may sell 3.2 beer after 1 p. m. Sun- 
days. 

However, McDaniel called atten- 
tion to the rule of law that a State 
statute predominates in case of 
conflict with a city ordinance, and 
he pointed out that there was con- 
flict in this instance. The city’s 
3.2 beer ordinance, he recalled, was 
enacted over Mayor Dickmann’s 
veto after the City Counselor had 
held it was illegal because of the 
conflict with the State law against 
Sunday sale of 3.2 beer by the 5 
per cent and full license holders. 

McDaniel’s Position. 

Under the circumstances, as far 
as his office is concerned now, Mc- 
Daniel said, any licensee of any 
type will be permitted to sell 3.2 
beer after 1 p. m. Sunday. State 
Supervisor McMahon would have 
the duty of enforcing the State 
law to the contrary effect, he add- 
ed. The reason for the State rule 
against Sunday sales of 3.2 beer by 
holders of 5 per cent and hard 
liquor licenses is obvious—to pre- 
vent cheating in the sale of the 
harder drinks—McDaniel remarked. 

When the injunction suit was 
filed about 400 dealers appeared as 
plaintiffs and later several hundred 
more intervened. A count last 
month showed that 370 establish- 
ments were licensed in St. Louis 
for sale of 3.2 beer oniy, while 1164 
were licensed to sell 5 per cent as 
well as 3.2 beer and 1317 had full 
liquor licenses.

Wes Ryder, a fisherman, and A. 
Bateman, Little Current carpenter, 
said the gulls led them to the body, 
which was covered with mud, in- 
dicating it had risen to the surface 
a short time before. 

Dodge’s body was carried ashore 
a half hour later and taken to the 
hotel where his step-father, Alfred 
G. Wilson, had directed the search 
since Aug. 15. He had offered a 
$1500 reward. 

Ryder and Bateman made their 
discovery about midway between 
Rabbit Island and Bidford. Short- 
ly afterward a storm came up 
which searchers said would have 
forced suspension of the hunt for 
several days. : 

The explosion occurred at Dodge’s 
summer cottage at Maple Point, 
Kagawong, 20 miles west of here, 
and Dodge disappeared into the 
water as he was being taken to a 
hospital. 

His bride of two weeks, the for- 
mer Ann Laurine MacDonald, and 
one of Dodge’s camp employes, 
Lloyd Bryant, were injured in the 
explosion, but both have. recov- 
ered. 

Thé body was found as Simon 
Lake, submarine inventor, was at 
the scene ready to search with his 
new type submarine in the treach- 
erous water. 

Dodge’s skull was fractured and 
his left arm mangled by the explo- 
sion, which occurred while he was 
testing some old dynamite which 
he had found hidden near his cot- 
tage. He and his bride, a former 
Gore Bay (Ont.) telephone opera- 
tor, were spending their honeymoon 
at Maple Point at the time. 

Dodge was a beneficiary under a 
trust fund from his father’s estate 
which amounted to $9,331,600 at the 
last accounting.

Properties Involved. 

The; Ross properties, in which 
Michelson now appears to have 
obtained an interest, are a two- 
family dwelling at 4130 Blaine ave- 
nue, a residence at 3705 Manola 
avenue, Pine Lawn, and a vacant 
lot on Vivian avenue, all held in 
the name of Michelson’s sister-in- 
law, Ethel Bernstein, who appears

Blazes Started by Big Guns

HENDAYE, France, at the Span- 
ish Frontier, Sept. 7.—Fires in pine 
and olive groves on slopes of the 
De Los Caballos range were re- 
ported today to be driving Govern- 
ment troops from their strong po- 
sitions on the Ebro River front. 

Dispatches from the fighting zone 
said the flames and dense smoke, 
started by artillery bombardment, 
were doing what insurgent attacks 
had failed to accomplish in forcing 
the militiamen to relinquish po- 
sitions they defended successfully, 

Dispatches said insurgent Gener-~ 
alissimo Francisco Franco massed 
12 divisions on the narrow front 
south of Gandesa in Eastern Spain 
eight in the front line and four 
held in reserve. 

- Observers reported the militia- 
men had held their lines in the 
mountains against furious insur- 
gent attacks until the new menace 
of fire and smoke confronted them, 

There was no indication of the 
extent of the Government with- 
drawal. 

Insurgent dispatches said their 
most decisive gains were on the 
left of the Gandesa-Mora de Ebro 
highway. The road links Gandesa, 
besieged former insurgent field 
headquarters in lower Catalonia, 
with the opposite shore of the Ebro 
River. Three insurgent forces, op- 
erating on a six-mile front, were 
said to be moving slowly northeast 
tHrough the Government lines, cap- 
‘turing’ ground by a series of co- 
ordinated turning movements. 

Franco apparently is trying to 
improve his positions for the start 
of a broader offensive. 


London Paper Reports Franco May 
Give Up Leadership. 

LONDON, Sept. 7.—The conserve 
ative and frequently well-informed 
Financial Times today published re- 
ports that Generalissimo Franco 
shortly might give over leadership 
of insurgent Spain to “a moderate 
politician.”

That Much in Back Taxes 
and Interest.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7—The 
Treasury asked for about 52,100, 
000 in back taxes and interest yes- 
terday from Pierre S. du Pont ae 
John J. Raskob. 

Raskob and du Pont rece tly lost 
a Board of Tax Ap decision 
on their 1929 income tax returns 
after a legal fight which the two 
men said was intended to punish 
them for their anti-Roosevelt ac- 
tivities. 

Du pont, member of the chemi- 
cal family, was one of the largest 
individual contributors of anti- 
Roosevelt funds in the 1936 cam- 
paign and was active with Raskob 
in the Liberty League. Raskob was 
chairman of the ocratic Na- 
tional Committee and managed Al 
Smith’s unsuccessful campaign in 
1928. 


The tax bill rendered the two 
men yesterday was a certified com- 
putation of what Treasury officials 
allege is the monetary result of 
the legal rulings issued by the 
board on June 30. Raskob and du 
Pont, however, have the right to 
appeal both the decision and the 
amount to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. 

The board said that certain se- 
curities transactions between the 
two in the fall of 1929 were mere 
“paper transactions to escape tax 
liability.” 

After the 1920 stock market col- 
lapse, the two who shared joint of- 
fices, sold each other several mil- 
lion dollars worth of securities at 
less than original cost and deduct- 
ed the amount of the losses from 
other income in determining their 
1929 Federal income taxes. The 
Government, however, said that be- 
cause the men bought back the 
same securities from each other a 
few months later, the deductions 
were improper and asked for $1,- 
026,340 from Raskob and $617,316 
for du Pont. 

The Treasury said yesterday that 
under the board’s June 30 decision, 
Raskob owed $888,285 plus interest 
for eight years and du Pont $580,- 
369 plus eight years’ interest. The 
combined interest charges, officials 
said, totaled about $631,000.

SHANGHAI, Sept. 7.—Chinese re- 


ports said today the tide of battle 
south of the Yangtze River had 
turned in their favor. 

The Gefenders were said to have 
pierced Japanese lines six miles 
southeast of Juichang and forced 
the Japanese to retreat, leaving 300 
dead after hand-to-hand fighting. 

Juichang is 25 miles west of Kiu- 
kiang, Yangtze base for the drives 


on Hankow and Nanchang. Six- 
teen miles northeast of Teian, on 
the bitterly disputed Kiukiang-Nan- 
chang railroad, the Chinese report- 
ed they had driven the Japanese 
from a strategic hill on the shores 
of Poyang Lake. These dispatches 
said the invaders lost 400 men and 
large amounts of munitions there. 

However, the Japanese reported 
they were approaching Teian from 
the north with a stream of Chinese 
soldiers and civilians fleeing be- 
fore the steady Japanese advance. 

Foreign reports from the area 
predicted the imminent fall of 
Teian, 35 miles south of Kiukiang 
and about 55 air miles north of 
Nanchang. Teian is a major ob- 
jective in the Japanese drive to- 
ward Nanchang, a Chinese air base. 

The Japanese put a full division 
into action in Central Honan Prov- 
ince to resume a westward cam- 
paign interrupted in June by Yel- 
low River floods. A spokesman said 
the aim was to join that division 
with another in South Honan and 
extend the lines to the right Jap- 
anese flank advancing up the 
Yangtze toward Hankow. 

A river boom between Wuesuh 
and Matowchen was said to have 
halted the Japanese naval advance 
up the Yangtze toward Hankow, 
the provisional capital. Japanese 
columns were estimated to be about 
100 miles from Hankow. 

A Japanese communique reported 
the capture of Kushih, Honan Prov- 
ince, and Wenhsien, in South 
Shansi Province, and, thus, the con- 
trol of all key points on the north 
bank of the Yellow River. Three 
hundred were taken prisoner. 

Kushih is the easternmost salient 
of a triangular system of Chinese 
defenses in Southeastern Honan 
and formed a major obstacle to 
severing the Peiping-Hankow Rail- 
way north of Hankow. 


100 Casualties Reported in Japa- 
nese Air Raid North of Hankow. 
By the Associated Press. 

HANKOW, China, Sept. 7.—In- 
creasing efficiency of Chinese anti- 
aircraft guns, which are shoulger- 
ing virtually the entire Chinese air 
defense, today cost the Japanese 
three planes. 

Two were shot down in flames 
when attacking the vital Kan River 
bridge connecting Nanchang, cap- 
ital of Kiangsi Province, with the 
Western Hinterland. In this raid 
the Japanese missed their objec- 
tive, but shook the nearby Ameri- 
can Methodist Mission Hospital. 

The third plane was brought 
down in a raid on the Canton-Han- 
kow Railroad in North Kwantung 
Province. 

In continuing air attacks over a 
widespread area the Japanese are 
reported to have leveled 100 houses 
and killed and wounded. more than 
100 civilians in Sinyang, a railroad 
town 100 miles north of Hankow, 
an unknown number of persons 
were killed in a raid on Yuchow, 
Northern Hunan, between Hankow 
and Changsha.

John W. Cafpenter, president of 
the utility, called on the P W A- 
financed authority to halt “de- 
structive” tactics which he said 
were being used “to accomplish 
your desired ends.” 

In a letter to the Authority’s ex- 
ecutive and power committee, Car- 
penter expressed willingness to,rec- 
ommend to his directors and 
stockholders. the sale of “all, but 
not less than all,“ of the firm’s 
facilities in 16 counties, and part 
of the facilities in another county. 

The facilities which it is proposed 
to sell supply about one-tenth of 
the customers of the. company. 

The Lower Colorado River Au- 
thority has been partly financed by 
the Public Works Administration. 

Carpenter d the terms of the 
proposed sale would be “reimburse- 
ment of our cash investment.” 

Difficulties of Utilities. 

“The difficulties which confront 
power companies, faced with com- 
petition from power projects which 
are heavily subsidized by gifts of 
Federal funds,” Carpenter wrote, 
“compel us to endeavor to work 
out with you some plan to prevent 
the destruction of our properties in 
that part of Texas where you ad- 
vise us you desire to establish your 
market; consequently we must 
yield to your requirements that sub- 
stantial markets be surrendered to 
you.” 

After reviewing his firm’s confer- 
ences with the Authority regarding 
distribution of power, Carpenter 
said that while the negotiations 


were in 


progress representatives ot 

the Authority “have endeavored to 
persuade the municipalities served 
by us to apply for PW A loans and 
grants, which loans and grants, if 
secured, could not be used to pur- 
chase existing facilities and could 
only be used to construct duplicate 


and competing distribution sys- 


tems.” 
“U Competitive Situation.” 

Reminding the Authority it had 
agreed to discuss any plans the 
company might submit before tak- 
ing steps to obtain a market for its 
power in towns supplied by the pri- 
vate utility, Carpenter added: 

“In deference to the above under- 
standing and the submission of this 
proposal, I trust that you will re- 
quest your agents to desist from 
endeavoring to persuade the mu- 
nicipalities, now served by us, to 
apply for P W A loans and grants, 
the only use of. which could be to 
create an unsound and destructive 
competitive situation.” 

Carpenter said the facilities he 
proposed for sale would provide the 
Authority with e market “substan- 
tially in excess of the 10,000 KW 
which your general manager stated 
is the amount our company should 
relinquish to the Authority. It will 
include service to over 13,200 cus- 
tomers.” 

He said Williamson County had 
not been included in the proposal 
because the heavy transmission 
lines radiating from Taylor were in- 
dispensable to his company’s en- 
tire system. : ‘ 


The Texas company is the sec- 
ond power firm to offer to sell a

“Frankly, I do not believe you 
dare deprive these aged citizens of 
one-half their scant living te sup- 
port your political maneuver,” Da- 
vey said in a letter to A. J. Alt- 
meyer, board chairman. It would 
be an act of cruel tyranny which 
not even a political faker could 
justify.” 

The board opened a hearing yes- 
terday on whether to suspend Fed- 
eral grants to Ohio’s old age as- 
sistance program because of alle- 
gations the State administration did 


not meet Federal requirements. 

Ohio officials had been requested 
to attend the hearing, but none was 
present. Nevertheless, the board 
proceeded with its own witnesses 
and heard testimony from ite in- 
vestigators that the Ohio admin- 
istration was permeated with poli- 
tics and was inefficient. 


Preferential Treatment. 


Their statements included asser-

For War Either in Material or 
Financial Resources as in 1914

Its Credit Is Already Strained Almost to 
Breaking Point and People Lack Re- 


serves They

BERLIN, Sept. 7.—Little though 
ce of the economic 
factor in the decision for peace or 
war in a world distorted by ideo- 
logical fronts and racial prejudices 
may be, Germany’s economic. un- 
preparedness for a prolonged armed 
conflict may still cast the die in 
favor of peace in a critical hour, 
especially if in the end the Reich's 
leaders realize that their hopes for 
localization of the conflict and a 
short surprise blow at an unpre- 
pared enemy are futile. 
Discounting all the lessons of the 
World War which showed the aston- 
ishing resilience of a modern 
economic structure in wartime, it 
is safe to say that despite the mo- 
mentous effort to militarize the 
Third Reich’s economy, the Nazis 
would enter a new war with 
smaller material and financial re- 
sources than in 1914. On the other 
hand, four years of systematic or- 
ganization and preparation would 
help spread their available stovks 
over a longer period and effect 
greater economies in supplies than 
in the last war. Their elaborate card 
indexing of the 22,000,000 workers 
by a “work passport” system offers 
an unrivaled instrument for na- 
tional distribution of man power in 
industry, agriculture and transpor- 
tation right from.the opening of 
hostilities.

MEXICO, D. F., Sept. 7.—The 
Mexican Supreme Court ruled yes- 
terday that 17 British and Ameri- 
can oil companies whose properties 
were expropriated March 18 must 


pay “discharge” wages to former 


workers, estimated to total 140,000,- 
000 pesos ($28,000,000). 


Labor Board declared the oil com- 
panies had broken contracts with 
‘employes. The law requires pay- 
ment of three months wages plus 
20 days for each year of service 
when a contract is broken. 

The Labor Board also informed 
the companies they must pay the 
remaining 25 per cent of wages to 
workers during a 12-day strike in 
May, 1937, or their property would 
be embargoed.

Second, war preparedness in 
terms of materials depends pre- 
dominantly on commercial stocks 
and reserves contained in peace- 
time consumers’ goods which can 
be utilized in wartime; when iron 
railings in parks are already 
scrapped in peace time for steel 
production, when household and 
other articles are manufactured 
for years without copper, nickel 
and other metals, the potential 
supplies of these materials through 
collections in wartime are reduced 
to insignificance. 

Economic Reserves Depleted. 

Third, the formidable effort 
made by Germany in rearmament 
in the last few years has en- 
hanced the striking power of the 
German army for a short blow but 
has depleted the country’s potential 
material and financial reserves for 
a prolonged struggle. 

Fourth, notwithstanding the spec- 
tacular and widely publicized prog- 
ress in the four-year plan of indus- 
trial self-sufficiency, it is not yet a 
weapon for breaking the future 
blockade of Germany. Administra- 
tors of the plan have admitted that 
1938 would be the “bottleneck” year 
when the outlay of materials for 
the realization of their plans would 
be greater than the contribution to- 
ward industrial independence in 
case of emergency. 

Stocks Limited. 

Whether Germany has accumu- 
lated substantial stocks of food and 
imported raw materials in the last 
two years still is a matter of con- 
troversy, despite the optimism in 
this respect expressed in Hitler’s 
proclamation to the Nazi congress 
at Nurnberg. Regarding grain, it 
has been semiofficially admitted 
tnat huge imports in the summer 
of 1937 served not only to cover 
the crop deficit but also to build up 
emergency stocks. It also is prob- 
able that the increased imports of 
copper, rubber and certain other 
materials in 1937, at a time when 
private consumption was rigidly 
curtailed, served not only to cover 


Already . 

in. regard to the inter- 
hal financ of a future war, Ger- 
many has strained its financial 
credit structure beforehand almost 
to the breaking point in the mere 
process of preparing for war. Even 
a potential reserve of credit by cur- 
rency inflation, by which the World 
War was largely financed, has been 
exhausted in advance by the finan- 
cial burden of rearmament. It is a 
remarkable coincidence that at the 
time of a war danger Der Deutsche 
Volkswirt, a leading economic 
weekly, should publish the unde- 
nied statement that public expendi- 
ture in all forms presently absorbs 
more than half of the national in- 
come, and that the Reich is con- 
trolling two-thirds of this income 
in its own interests—that is, mainly 
in the interest of armaments. 

The recent incorporation of Aus- 
tria presents a new factor from the 
point of view of the Reich’s eco- 
nomic war preparedness. It hardly 
strengthens the Reich’s power in 
terms of food and raw materials, 
since to date Austria’s reconstruc- 
tion is absorbing more materials— 
even iron and steel—than it can 
contribute toward common re- 
sources. 

One Possible Advantage. 

Direct access to Hungary and 
Yugoslavia may relieve Germany’s 
position regarding food and certain 
raw materials, including bauxite 
and copper, provided that the eco- 
nomic and financial pressure of the 
Western Powers does not divert 
these supplies from Germany. 

This limited advantage, from the 
point of view of economic strategy 
in a future war, is offset by two 
factors: first, application of a re- 
fined blockade by methods devel- 
oped by the Allies during the last 
war on Germany’s northern and 
northwestern frontiers, will close 
almost. immediately the gaps 
through which supplies continued 
to flow abundantly into Germany 
during the first two years of the 
last war; second, Italy’s eventual

‘It was not that the commission did not get into 
the heart of the charges. It took up first the 
momentous accusations made by Dr. Arthur E. 
Morgan, former chairman of the Authority, against 
the two co-directors with whom he served, David E. 
Lilienthal and Dr. Harcourt A. Morgan. These two 
had been publicly criticised by A. E. Morgan for 
mismanagement, corruption, falsification, conspiracy, 
intrigue, etc. In private conversation, according to 
Senator Norris, Morgan had referred to Lilienthal in 
“language and epithets I would not repeat.” 

Since the Morgan charges caused Congress to 
vote the inquiry, their verification or refutation was 
the central point involved. They collapsed not only 
as the result of testimony, but by Morgan’s own dis- 
avowal at one of the concluding sessions. He said 
he wished he had made it clear when summoned 
before the President that he did not intend to accuse 
either director of personal corruption or profiting by 
dishonesty. (Lilienthal, testifying a week before, 
hinted broadly at a possible libel suit against Mor- 
gan since, he said, the latter had accused him of 
personal corruption.) : 

Dr. Morgan confessed that, because of being under 
“extreme pressure,” he “didn’t analyze the situation 
pro or con, as I can from this distance.” 

Dr. Morgan continued his apology by withdrawing 
his criticisms of Evans Dunn, T V A attorney, for 
mishandling the Berry marble lease condemnation 
proceedings. The contumacious ex-chairman’s fear 
that Senator Berry would be paid a handsome amount 
for his little flyer in alleged marble-bearing lands 
proved unfounded. 

It was shown in testimony that Lilienthal was well 
aware of the Senator’s scheme, but that he considered 
it wiser to settle the matter for $25,000 rather than 
engage in a costly and prolonged legal fight. The 
marble claim was a cause celebre of the whole T V A 
battle, and the investigators spent more time on it 
than on any other matter. Collapse of this lead was 
a major blow to those who scented an earth-shaking 
scandal in the proceedings. 

The investigation thus far has brought out only 
the fact that a deadly feud reigned among the T V A 
directors. This was scarcely news, since Dr. A. E. 
Morgan’s charges had put the fact on every front 
page in America for ‘months preceding the inquiry. 
Nor was it any longer a matter of particular mo- 
ment, since President Roosevelt had brought com- 
parative calm into T V A councils by removing Dr. 
Morgan for his refusal either to justify or retract 
his charges. 

The inquiry may yet have some value, however, 
as it moves into other matters and calmer waters. 
Having explored T V A’s internal affairs, the com- 
mittee, when it reconvenes in October or November 
in Washington, will examine its outside relations. 
Such matters as the validity of the so-called yard- 
stick and the T V A’s tactics toward private utilities 
will then be investigated. Grave charges have been 
made in these fields as well, but principles of mo- 
ment are at stake therein, rather than petty persona] 
rivalries.

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VICTORIA’S GREAT-GRANDSONS. 


None of the 40-odd great-grandsons of prim Queen 
Victoria was a more ardent playboy than Prince 
Alfonso, son of the former King of Spain, killed yes- 


night club cigarette girl crashed into a pole. 

His release from the responsibilities of heir ap- 
parent to the Spanish throne meant for him the free 
life. He had been married twice, first to a Cuban 
sugar heiress and next to a Havana model. His 
death is due, in part at least, to the family curse of 
hemophilia, a disease which makes it difficult to 
stop the flow of blood from a wound. 

But while Alfonso’s exploits were more varied, they 
were no more spectacular than the romances of some 
other of Victoria’s great-grandsons.

Morelos 
was the scene of the revolt of the fiery Zapata. 
Manuel Gonzales, a former President of Mexico, owned 
350,000 acres. 

On these great estates, the peons had approxi- 
mately the same status as the serfs of feudal 
days. They got 12% cents a day, and a working day 
was 10 to 14 hours long. Ninety per cent of them 
were illiterate. There was no education, no right to 
vote. Housing conditions were terrible. Mexico was 
a land of squalor, poverty and misery and—worst 
of all the peon had no hope. 

Nearly 30 years have elapsed since the Madero 
revolution, but, what with many interruptions and 
difficulties, the task of breaking up the huge es- 
tates and permitting the peon to acquire small farms 
is still incomplete. This process has its basis in the

A Blow to Dickmann’s Political Hopes 


Disclosures of irregularities in sale of closed banks’ property by Mayor's real estate 
firm may cause his gubernatorial- and senatorial ambitions to suffer a setback, 
correspondent says; tells how deals were set aside and contract was canceled when 
quick resales came to light; Finance Commussioner Holt also seen as in hot water. 


JEFFERSON CITY. 
HE political star of Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, St. Louis’ smiling Mayor, may be- 
come a bit tarnished as a result of rev- 
elations that the Mayor's real estate firm 
has been miaking large profits out of the 
er of property of closed St. Louis 
ks. 


Should the investigation, ordered by R. W. 
Holt, State Finance Commissioner, after Cir- 
cuit Judge Robert Kirkwood has set aside 
orders for the sale of 20 parcels of real es- 
tate through the Mayor’s firm, reveal a vio- 
lation of a fiduciary trust in the matter, 
such things as the Mayor’s gubernatorial or 
senatorial ambitions for 1940 might suffer 
a distinct setback. 

Not only is the Mayor on a hot spot about 
the reported disposal of real estate at low 
figures through “straw” men with a sub- 
sequent resale at a big profit, but Finance 
Commissioner Holt likewise appears to be 
“in the middle” with the water in his po- 
litical pool getting warm about the edges. 

The exclusive contract, by which Mayor 
Dickmann’s firm was to have the regular 
commission, as provided by the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange, for the sale of prop- 
erties of three St. Louis failed banks, was 
entered into April 28. | 

It was just that time that Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark was picking up what few playthings 
he had left in the Pendergast political par- 
Jor in Kansas City and transferring to St. 
Louis, with the genial Mayor welcoming him 
warmly. 

Holt said he authorized the contract by 
which the Dickmann real estate organhiza- 
tion handled the sale of all properties be- 
cause a general listing of the real estate 
with various agents had not resulted in 
sales. 

Holt said Friday in St. Louis that Mayor 
Dickmann's firm had been “highly recom- 
mended” to him ag an aggressive agency 
for the of real estate and that he 
authorized his liquidating agent in St. Louis 
to employ the firm on an exclusive basis 
because he considered it the best thing for 
the depositors of the closed banks, many 
of which have been in liquidation for five 
years or more. 

He canceled the contract and asked an 
investigation when St. Louis newspapers be- 
gan printing stories showing the rapid trans- 
fer of former properties of the banks; once 
they had been sold to “a purchaser” sup-

plied by the Dickmann sales organization. 
One “purchaser” was discovered to be liv- 
Ing in poverty, He had signed warranty 
deeds for two properties for $13,750, on 
which the profit was $4250. The two prop- 
erties had been deeded to the “purchaser” by 
Mrs. Cecelia Ross, sister of the office man- 
ager of the Dickmann company, who had 
“acquired” them from the liquidator. 
During the recent Supreme Court primary, 
in which Mayor Dickmann was the chief 


supporter of Judge James M. Douglas, he 


was referred to by opposition speakers as 
“Bathtub Barney,” a reference Which re- 
sulted from reports of the remodeling of the 
Mayor’s suite in the City Hall and the inclu- 
sion in it of a magnificent bathtub.

The Fascist race doctrine, pro- 
mulgated July 14, was announced 
as the work of a group of univer- 
sity professors and consisted of 14 
points, each followed by explana- 
tory comments and development of 
the points. The doctrine was pub- 
lished by the Italian Ministry of 
Popular Culture. 

The Pope’s discourse was given 
four days after the Cabinet issued 
its decree expelling Jews from Ital- 
ian schools under the Fascist racial 
program. L'Osservatore Romano 
quoted the Pope as reminding the 
teachers of Christ’s instructions to 
the Apostles to “go ye, therefore, 
and teach all nations.” 

The Pope, reciting the words in 
Latin, added that “only with bad 
taste can this be translated ‘go ye, 
therefore, and teach all races.“ He 
said he preferred the word “peo- 
ples” to the word ‘races” in refer- 
ring to branches of the human fam- 
ily and cited its repeated use in 
Holy writings.

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WAS FOUND AILLED 


Neighbor Testifies She Saw 
Army Officer Leave 
Home, Then Children 
Discovered Body. 

PROSECUTOR SAYS 
MONEY WAS MOTIVE 


Declares Army Officer Ha- 
bitual Gambler Who 
Held $6000 Insurance on 
Mate’s Life. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, Ga., Sept. 7. — A 
neighbor, Mrs. Samuel A. Gibson, 
testified today she saw Maj. John 
R. Brooke “drive away “hurriedly” 
from his Fort Benning (Ga.) home 
a few minutes before she found the 
battered body of his wife, Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Brooke, whom the Major is 
accused of murdering. 

Mrs. Gibson, now living at Al 
bany, N. Y., said she was seated in 
an upstairs window in her Fort 
Benning home and “could plainly 
see Maj. Brooke.” She told how, 
a few minutes later, she heard two 
of the Brooke children crying hys- 
terically that something had hap- 
pened to their mother. 

Maj. Brooke, 45-year-old infantry 
instructor, is accused of killing his 
wife June 8 in what the prosecu- 
tion contends was an attempt to 
collect double indemnity insurance 
to pay his gambling debts. 

Mrs. Gibson said Maj. Brooke left 
the home about 11:45 a. m., dressed 
in a blue wash shirt, regulation 
khaki slacks and sun helmet and 
that his trousers were wet up to 
the knees. He also carried a bundle 
under his arm, she said. 

Yesterday the prosecution’ said 
it would attempt to show .Mrs. 
Brooke was killed about 10 a. m., 
and that Maj. Brooke was near the 
premises at that time. The officer 
contends he was attending maneu- 
vers. 

Mrs. Frank E. Brokaw testified 
yesterday that the Major answered 
the telephone at their home about 
an hour before the time the Gov- 
ernment contends Mrs. Brooke was 
beaten to death. 

Mrs. Brokaw, a friend of the 
Brookes, said she rang their Fort 
Benning quarters about 9 a. m., 
June 8, the day of the killing, to tell 
Mrs. Brooke she would call for 
her. Maj. Brooke, she said, told 
her that “from the locks of things 
Betty won't be ready for about an 
hour.” 

When she went to the Brooke 
home and knocked, she added, she 
got no answer.

acute as Republicans and other

The memorandum said that farm- 
ers now “are in debt to their eyes” 
and added: “Obviously, there will be 
more delinquencies during the bal- 
ance of this year and next year if 
prices continue at a low level.” 

This memorandum expressed no 
criticism of the existing farm pro- 
gram. 

“I. think it is. accurate to say,” 
the statement said, “that only the 
New Deal stands between farmers 
and Hoover farm prices.“ 
Makes Monopolies Target. 

Benson told reporters he had 
urged the President to give some 
consideration “to the problem of 
monopolies in the farm machinery, 
packing and food industries.” 

“We know that the monopoly ex- 
ists,” he said, “Federal Trade Com- 
mission reports show that.” 

Regarding monopoly, he said that 
one answer to the packing prob- 
lem might be ownership of some 
packing plants by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Such ownership, he said, 
would provide competition for pri- 
vate packers and would bring down 
costs. He said that at present “the 
farmer is getting only about 40 
cents of the pork dollar.” 

Liberal for L-csident. 

As to the President’s interven- 
tion in various primaries, Benson 
said:

But I have fondly hoped 
that we had reached the age of rea- 
son, 

Referring to the actual bidding 
that took place, it is fairly obvious 
that none of the players is charac- 
terized by extreme conservatism. 
North, having shaded the opening 
bid requirements considerably, still 
managed to find a free rebid on the 
second round. West, having over 
called the diamond and heart bids 
with two clubs, gayly rebid the suit, 
even though East’s double of two 
diamonds might have been a warn- 
ing. Aside from those two points, 
the bidding was fairly reasonable. 

In conclusion, I must say that it 
is not usually considered the best 
sportsmanship to “squawk” because 
one has been outmaneuvered.

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Famous 
Novelist 


By Dale Carnegie 


T THE Century Club, in New 

York, the other day, I speat 

two fascinating hours with a 
man who has done something no 
other man has ever done. His name 
is Thornton Wilder. 

His unsurpassed. accomplishment 
i the winning of the Pulitzer prize 
once for having writtén the best 
novel of the year, and once for hav- 
ing written the best play of the 
year. The best novel was “The 
Bridge of San Luis Rey”; the best 
play is now on Broadway — “Our 
Town.” 

How did one man happen to 
garner both these honors? I tried 
t. find out and I'll tell you as best 
I can. 

It was not by whooping 1 up at 
the night clubs. No, it was the re- 
sult of studying the classics! Be- 
fore he tried to write his first nov- 
el, he studied the great novels of 
the world. Not only studied them, 
but taught them. He taught four 
years at the Lawrenceville School, 
in New Jersey, and six years at the 
University of Chicago. “All the 
good things are in the classics,” 
Thornton Wilder says. 


The third act of “Our Town” 
deals with life, death and the here- 
after. It stirs and moves hard- 
boiled Broadway. It is alive and 
throbbing with a theme that con- 
cerns every one of us. It is as new 
and vital as your next breath. 


the philosophy for it from Dante’s 
“Inferno,” written 600 years ago. 

When he writes for Broadway, 
he goes as far away from that fam- 
ous thoroughfare as possible. He 
wrote “Our Town” in Zurich, Switz- 
erland. Yet it deals with life in 
New Hampshire. He says when he 
goes far from a place, he remem- 
significant things 
about it. He has just written a play 
called, “The Merchant of Yonkers.” 
Do you think he wrote it in Yon- 
kers? No. He wrote it in Tucson, 
Ariz. 

Since he knows so. much about 
novels, I asked him what are the 
four greatest novels ever written. 
In his opinion they are: 

“Don Quixote,” by Cervantes. 

“War and Peace,” by Tolstoi. 

“Chartreuse of Parma,” by Stend- 
hal. 

“Tom Jones,” by Fielding. 

(I am ashamed to admit it, but 
I had never heard of “Chartreuse 
of Parma” until Thornton Wilder 
mentioned it.) 

Then he gave me the names of 
what he considers the four great- 
est novels since 1900: “Ulysses” by 
James Joyce. Any book by Proust. 
“Making of Americans” by Gert- 
rude Stein. Buddenbrooks“ dy 
Thomas Mann. 

The impression I brought from 
our interview is that most of us 
pay entirely too much attention to 
present day trivialities. The way to 
grow in mental riches is to get 
away from the cheap and flimsy. 
Spend half an hour a day with the 
finest minds that have ever lived. 
You can get them at any book 
store. Don't delay. Do it today. 
Life is rushing by at a tremendous‘ 


rate. Seize the best before it is 
spent.
